Monday morning, 
however, the hall was comfortably 
filled, and the people seemed to be 
much pleased with the ohangi 
musical programme by the blind w as 
the only attraction. Wednesday 
morning the final exercises took place, 
prizes and medals were awarded and 
at night the usual farewell dance and 
party was given, and Thursday morn- 
ing the trains were well crowded with 
the pupils returning to their homes 
for tho vacation of two and a half 
months. 

This session only eleven gold medals 
were awarded pupils of both depart- 
ments. In recent sessions as many as 
twenty medals have boon given pupils. 
This became so general that, many of 
the pupils began to consider medals 
as aheap as books.
